Measure the butter into the mixing 
bowl and work to a cream with a large 
spoon; then stir im the sugar sifted 
with the cinnamon and ginger, gradu- 
ally. Beat in the molasses—light col- 
ored is preferred—and let the mixture 
warm near the oven which has been 
lighted. F 

When the contents of the mixing 
bowl scem lukewarm, pour in the sour 
milk (to obtain sour milk add lemon 
juice or vinegar to sweet milk until 
rizht degree of sourness is reached) 
and beat. Beat the eggs in bowl] with- 
out separating. Sift the flour and soda 
together 

Add the beaten eggs to the contents 
of the mixing bowl and then sift in 
the flour and soda, alternating with 
the sour milk. If the amount of tlour 
does not bring the mixture to the 
thickness of cup cake batter, add a 
little more sifted flour. Beat very hard 
and turn into the greased shallow bak- 
ing pan. Layer pans or a loaf pan may 
receive the batter. Bake in the mod= 
erate oven about half an hour. 

When the baking” time 1s over, ®& 
spicy, enticing odor fills the kitchen- 
eite. The gingerbread has shrunk 
slightly from the sides of the pan. 
Cool a moment and turn upside down 
upon a cake rack. 

To make the frosting place the 
brown sugar, water and unbeaten egg 
white into the top of the double boiler 
and set over a good flame. Cook to- 
gether for ten full minutes, beating 
constantly with the rotary egg beater. 
At the end of ten minutes remove from 
the heat, add the vanilla; cool a bit 
and then add the shredded dates and 
nut meats. Beat and spread quickly 
over the sheet of warm gingerbread. 

Serve at orice or the day it 1s made. 
Iced tea, grape juice ar ginger ale goes 
nicely with it at dessert time. _

If it is absolutely essential that hair 
of this type go to a watering place for 
its holiday, then it ought to have some 
professtonal treatments first, also a 
permanent wave. And if not a perma-~ 
nent wave, then professional treat- 
ments plus daily home treatments. 

Wherever it may summer, sticky, 
unmanageable hair must have a dally 
cleansing. Not with soap and water, 
put with a -dry Turkish towel, or 
cleansing tissue or absorbent cotton. 
Separate the hair into strands and 
“pull’ the towel or cotton down the 
Jencth of the hair from the scalp to 
the ends. Do this two or three times, 
using a fresh spot of towel or a new 
piece of cotton for each pull. Finally, 
go over the scaip itsell. 

Scalp massage has an almost magical 
effocf upon difficult heir. Mas-age 
plus sun baths all but works miracles. 
Use the finzertips, exerting a firm 
pr ure and describing a rotary mo- 
tion. And keep it up for at leas. three 
minutes at a time.

Pho eblest 
here is to loosen the scaip iugl 8) ene 
courage a brisk circulation of the blood 
to the hair roots. 

Occasionally it is well to give the 
scalp and hair an cau de solozne or 
toilet water rub. Instead of no 
absorbent cotton alone, moisten 
with eau de cologne, cleanse eacvh sep- 
arate strand of hair and ldstly the 
scalp itself. 

Now as to shampooing. Once every 
two or three weeks is quite enough. 
Chcos? a tar shampoo or an olive oil 
or a cocoanut oil shampoo, in fact, any 
reliable preparation designed for cleans- 
ing oily hair.’ Paradoxical as it may 
seem, the shampoo should be preceded 
by a scalp rub with warm vaseline or 
olive ofl or castor oil. 

You see, oily, stringy hair ifs hair 
which robs its own roots*of necessary 
nourishment. The lack must be made 
up. Otherwise, the hair itself eventual- 
ly becomes sparse or prematurely gray. 

We have nor yet sald a word about 
brushing.“but then so much has already 
been said onthe subject that we hore 
none of our readers, at any rate, Icts 
a day go by without grooming her 
mane.

4. If, on going to bed, your back and 
arms look like the front of a 5 and 
1Q-cent store, it is pretty certain you 
are sunburned.
